Cross tor us. Joseph ot Arlmlthea beE^ed 
His body and placed it in a new rock- 
hewn tomb or sepulchre, at the niouth 
of which the Homan soldiers placed a 
huge stone, and all but the Komiiu son- 
tr^ went to their homes to spend In qutet 
thn Sabalh day. 

15nrly en the morning ot the flrjt d-iy 
of the week after the Snbbnlh had pass- 
ed, some of the dlscliiles and women 
came to unuliit the body of Jesus Willi 
spices. 

The men dlaclplcs, seeing the empty 
sepulchre, went home, but M.iry stooil 
without weeping. 

Verse 11. "As she wept she stoopnd 
down and looked." What a prcclou.-i les- 
BOn to be learned from this. Mary. In hei 
sorrow, looked for Jesus, and she did not 
look in vain. 

Verse Ij!. Saw two un^els. If Mary had 
remembered the Scripture, she neoil not 
have looked among the de.id for Jesus ; 
she would have known that He had risen: 
but. alaa ; liow often we forget precloua 
promises, and bring ourselves much need- 
less sorrow, God's angels always comu 
to cheer Hli^ people In hours of trouble. 

Verse 13. "Why weeper:! thou ?" 1 he 
days ot weening are past : Jesus l.s not 
dead now. but risen ; then why v/ei'V 7 
Bather rejoice tliut the powers of hell 
have been defeated. Heaven is vtelni'lons. 

Verse U. "She knew not that It was 
Jcaus." How often has unuuiief ar„-| sor- 
row pri^vuiiicd Urj from deeliitf Jesus near 

Verse 15. Mury did not oven know Ills 
voice. Her unbelief never permitted her 
tor a moment to suiiposo Him alive. So 
In our own lives wc often fall to recog- 
nize His voice and go on In our unbelief 
and sorrow, when He Himself has spoken 
to us. 

Verse IG. "Jesus Balth unto her, Mary." 
When Mary heard Hlni cull her by niimo 
her unbelief rave phiee to joy and she 
answered, "Master." Jeaus waits to make 
Himself known to both aalnt and sinner. 
Don't remain in gloom 1 

Verse 17, "Touch Me not." (Do not 
cling to Me), "but go to my brothren." 
This was not a time to spend In ador- 
ation. The disciples were sorrowful nnd 
dlBcouraeed over their own unfnltbful- 
neas and lack of courage, - especially 
would Peter be ao after his cowardly de- 
nial of hia Master,— and the loss of their 
beloved leader. Go and tell tlicm that 
the Stivloiir IS risrn nnd will sscend 
unto their Falher and His Father.— a 
blessed reminder ot their kinship to Him- 
self. 

Verso 18. Mary Magdalcno was the llrsi 
preacher ot the new Gospel, but since 
then thousands of both men and women 
have lived nnd died to publish the glnil 
tldlnBB. Are yuu a followor Ot Jesus 7 
If so, do you tell to those around you 
the story ot a rlseu Lord who waits to 
receive all who will come ? 

Verso 19. The disciples feared the Jews, 
who pursccuted the ChrlsthuiH, and had 
closeted themselves in a room. Whllo 
there, Jesus came lo Llium and saia. 
"Peace be unto you I" Whui beautiful 
words to those poor people, who were 
trembling with tear at tne prospect ot 
their IWcD. Wc may all take these woids 
of Jesus to ourselves. He can give us 
peace ot soul In the wildest tumult, oon- 
lldence and trust when all other help 
falls. He Is the Prince of Peace. 

Verso M. "Showed." To romovo all 
doubt, Jesus Bh>;wod His hands ami sldo. 
God always rovciils Himself to Hlri peo- 
ple to drlvo away unbelief. Then worn 
tho disciples glad. All their past sorrows 
were forgotten. Jesus freely foreavo 
all untalthtulnesa and was with thcin 
ngsln. Well might thej' be elail. One 
Bight of Jcsun will bring Joy Into any 
heart. One look In faith to Him will savo 
tho soul. Sinner, look and be Blad ! 
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livery man who knows God knows 
that a work has been done In his heart 
that only God coulfl do. 

It Is not what men eat, but what they 
digest, that maken them stTOng ; not 
what men read, but what they remem- 
ber thnt makes them learned ; and not 
what we preach, but what Vm ijractlcp 
that makes us Christiana.

There Comas a Supreme ttoment 

In the history of every man. towards 
■which all other moments are subatdlarv 
when lie Is brought face to face with 
RIGHT and WRONG, ivhen the repre- 
sentative of God, on the one hand, and 
Satan on the other, stands before him 
and he must needs make his choice ; 
when, ao to speak, his feet stand at 
the junction of two roads, and himself 
must choose which he will walk on ; 
when, like the motorman on the trol- 
ley car at the junction of the tracks,

must turn the point which decides the 
course he will In future travel on. 

It was such a destiny-creating time 
as this for Pontius Pilate when he 
found himself face to taee with ths 
"Prophet of Naznreth," and devolvlnc 
upon him the onerous responsibility of 
aequittine or condemning Him. 

The scene Is unparalleled In blatoiy. 

There stands Goodness, Mercy anf 
Truth, yea. the very God of th.; uni- 
verse, hidden beneath the flesh and 
blood tabernacle of that pale and ex- 
hausted man in bonds. 

Yonder is the representative of Hu- 
man power, the administrator of Ro- 
man Justice, and with him his men of 
arms to assist Mm In elvlnR effect to 
his will and word. 

The third group, grown old in sub- 
tlety and cunnlnff, wildly gestlculattnR 
and literally thirsting for the blood or 
th» friendless and lonely prisoner, re-, 
presents the whnle .Tcwl.-ih people. 
Christ's own brethren according to the 
llesh. 

Brief as is thp account of Christ's 
trial before Pontius Pilate, It Is easy 
to .'see whet Inlenso pPMsuro was 
brought to bear upnn Pllnte. 

His mind became a battlefield. 

The few hours In which ha dffured as 
ludtre that day became the Waterloo 
of the confllctinB foioea of good and 
evil which had been operating upon his 
mind in former years, and 

Bis wUl tho Lost Cltndol, 

the strategic ■ key to the wliole field. 
Upon that citadel Heaven and Hell 
keut tlieh- butleviea pluyiiiK. 

It Is not likely that Pilate was .1 
wcran man. 

It Is Improbable that he would have 
been placed as the representative of 
Roman law and power among such a 
turbulent set of fanatics as were the 
Jews of .TeruBBlem hBd he been weak ; 
It Is likely he was a. strong man, and 
a man who, to some extent, keeplus up 
the traditions of Roman Justice being 
equal to all, would do Justly In his ad- 
ministration Up to a certain point ; 
but he was a diplomatist, and he had 
not only to please the people, and 
keep at least some measure of popular- 
ity among them, but he had also to 
please his royal master at Rome, and 
there Is no doubt that In keeping both 
ends of the scale evenly balanced he 
ivould trim to the times and sasrlflca 
principle for expediency; he tvou d talio 
that course of action whleh seemed the 
moae profltable and easy at the mo- 
ment, even though It was at the gacri- 
flee of that purer and nobler Ideal, the 
existence of which, as a man, he whb 
well aware of from the light shining 
within his own conecience, and whlcn, 
as one acquainted with Roman lew, he 
knew well enough should be the rule 
of his Judicial actions. 

And now for him the moment of des- 
tiny draws near, Jesus Is brought from 
the Jewish Council to Pilate, accom- 
panied by the whole multitude of His 
accusers. They declare .their charges 
against Him. The Governor's reply to 
them all is Christ's acquittal : "I FrWD 
NO FAULT IN THIS MAN." Here 
Justice speaks. 

''mat Trial Should Bavo Stoppad 

at once, and the guiltless prisoner have 
been released under the protection of 
the Roman power. But, like hungry 
wolves, who see their prey about to 
escape, the priests and people fly the 
flercor at their murderous tosk. "He 
stirs up the people, teaching from Gal- 
ilee Cu this place," they say. 

Pilate is waverinff. 

The path of right lies clean and clear- 
cut before lilm, but there is this Influ- 
ential and madly fanatical multitude 
on hlB hands. What shall he do ? 

"THH RIGHT t" thunders the X'oloe 
of an unsiumberin^ conscience. 



But what will be the consequences 7 
He may have a rebellion of alt Jeru- 
salem j tliesc Jews burst into flame 
like the dry straw of a harvest field, 
on matters concerning their religion. 
•Galilee ' did they say 7 Aha ! that is 
an easy way to shift this nasty busi- 
ness on to somebody else'B shouldera. 
Thia- man belongs to Herod's jutlsdic- 
tlon. Horod la In Jerusalem. To Herod 
he shall Eo. 

But Herod, after a fllfpTay of arro- 
gant brutality, sends baek the prisoner. 
He can And no fault with Jesus except 
that he stands in the majesty of his 
Innocence and answers nothing. 

Herod knows nothing of the Justice 
of a Roman, so be makes Jesus the 
butt of ridicule for himself and his 
men of war. 

Again Jesus Is before Pilate. 

Pilate has taken one false step : he 
would fain recover himself, and he be- 
comes in part advocate for the pris- 
oner before him. 

Calling the Jews together, and 

EndoaTOMng to Comprontlso, 

the matter, he again, as Judge, avows 
Christ's Innocence, but he will also do 
something to appease the Jevva. Hp 
will chastise thia Innocent man and 
let him go. 

Alas, how rapidly a man makes a 
fool of himself when he begins to tam- 
per with the clear light of TRUTH 
shining within him '. He knew what 
was right, and could have acted right 
at llrat, but he vaellated with known 
duty when he sent Jesus to Herod ; 
now he wants to nunlsh an innocent 
man to satisfy Jewish hatred, and yet 
hold himself clear of blame. He is 
showing hia hand plain enough to those 
crafty prieata, and does he think that 
when they have seen suph evidence uf 
the Governor's vacllatlon they will be 
satlsflpd with anything less tlia,, life ? 
He ought to have known them better 
but he who 

TrtflOB wits PjrlacSpls 

soon becomes strnngely blind to the 
steps before him, every one of which 
eo lower down and nearer nerdlt'on 

But blind or no, Christ's enemies soon 
let Pilate hear the truth. Instead of be- 
ing appeased, they clamour the louder 
against Jesus. 

Again the Judge turns pleader, "Will- 
ing," as the Bible says, "To release 
Jesus." 

Oh, what thunderous blows at Pi- 
iota's consclciiiie must there have been 
to Induce a proud Roman of his rank 
thus to champion the cause of a poor 
and friendless prisoner. But tho oiily 
answer from that pitiless mob— the 
Jewish aristocracy of wealth, learning, 
ami reltginn— is the fanatical shriek. 
"Crucify him ! Crucify him !" 

Then again, the third time, the Cov- 
crnor pleads, there being added to 

Tho stom Volco or Consclonoo 
within the awful possibility of him 
condemning a God, for there Is echoing 
In hIa cars and down tliroufeii the ave- 
nues Of his soul, the wild shriek of 
those fiendish Jews : "By our law he 
ought to die, because he made himself 
the Son or God," and Pilate sees thli 
■now not uiily 0.3 a matter of Right. 
but he Is AFRAID. ^ 

Then, as if there were a comhinntlon 
of forces seeking to prevent him suffer. 
Ing this lonely man to die. Is tlie un- 
usual fact that his wife had sent him 
a message, even to the very Judgment 
Seat, warning him to hove nothing to 
do with that Just man. "And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
Him." But there la left one tallsmanle 
name to the Jews : they see how loath 
Pilate is to give up the prisoner, and 
he ns plnlnlv Keea through their mnd 
rage ; indeed, hp Is In the 
full scorching, blazing llglii of 
a wide-awake conHeirnce. Clear na 
If It were written in leltpra of flr'? 
acroas tli.<) wall of that Judgment hall, 
he sees that If he condemns the prison- 
er before him he will be a murdsrer 
and answerable for his blood ; then 
again from that perhaps most potent 
of all human sources in influencing a 
man's actions from hie wife, 
evidently a woman who loves him and 
yearns for his safety, has come that 
strange warning, then again, dreadful 
thought : IB this man the Son of God T 
He Is evidently a Just man ; his inno- 
cence shines out of him ; is he what 
he professes to be 7 Finally, to add to 
the last warning, tho prisoner himself 
speaks to the Judge of Ills sin. (John 
xlx., 11). 

Undoubtedly Pilate Is convinced ; 
undoubtedly he sees the right path and 
would fain pass through that strait 
gate, and from thenceforth say* the 
sacred writer, "Pilate sought to release 
him." But now comcB Hell's 
last battery : they will Impeach 
his very character to his master, they 
will take away his place and powor, 
perchance his life. 

"If Thou let This Kan So Ttaon art not 
Crasoi's mend." 

That settles the matter. Christ, 
Right, 'iTUth, Mercy, mtiat go. The 
price la too high to pay. Principle must 
be sacrlflced ; self interest detnanda It 



Pare^vell ! Goodness, Mercy and 
Truth ; and thou. Strange and Mys- 
terious Being, farewell, for thou must 
die. 

"If thou let this man go thou art not 
Caeaar's friend," shriek the mob. 

Pilate's decision Is made. 

The white robe of righteousness tvlth 
which he might have adorned himself 
is cast aside ; hip will reverts from the 
currunl of holy luHidralion by which 
It had been influenced In a God-Ward 
direction, like a magnet drawn by a 
stronger counter current of electricity.

from Adjutant Arthur Miles, 
o" rttlaiiLu City, now la charge ui the 
few Avhite Corps In the great tract of 
country to which he Is appointed. The 
Adjutant says. amur.Bat other things : 
"There are about 75 towns o£ ten 
thousand population a;id upwards that 
mitjlit be upenea. and a number of 
those oucrht to have from three up to 
Ave Corps. 

"Tlie larger places are New Orleans, 
"K^Y West, Charlestown, Savannah, 
Ulemphts, and so on. Atlanta, the pres- 
ent Headquarters of the District, has 
a population of 125,000, with a colored 
percentage of 35 or -10, which is about 
the ratio throughout the South. 

"I think that the Brc-at trouble with 
the Northern white people who h,nvc 
come South to benefit the co:orcd peo- 
ple is that they have come here with 
a measure of hostility to the white 
population, which srcm.i to have be?n 
begotten by the current stories clrcu- 
istert In the North by the whites. Now, 
It seems to me that the Sjuth hn..; been 
badly mlsrepre.seiited in this, for I find 
that the Southern people are the onea 
which have the moat patience with the 
colored people. In every case where 
oracers go South, without entertaining 
prejudice against the whites, the? "get 
on.' 

"The climate Is a beautiful one, and 
although it keeps very hot. jet there 
is not that oppression that we feel dur- 
ing the hot days and nights lii the 
North. There was never a ningl? sun- 
stroke known in Atlanta, and but very 
few in the South. The atmosphere la 
opon, nnd there Is nearly always a gen- 
tle breeae. There are no a!(neuUI.-n 
but what can be overcome alright. 

"White people who go and mis up 
with the colored people to worlj with 
them or preach for them are looked 
upon as a very low set. and are ootrti- 
cUed from society. However, I don't 
think It will be quite as bad with the 
Salvation Army, although the Offlceris 
who CO irlo that work will linvs to 
make up their mlnda not to be reeoff- 
nlzed in this aa ihey otherwise would 

'"^"■The congregations will not mix— 



I Eh-iiuld say, the races will not mix. 
The only way they can be mixed la In 
a bulldlnK-, where the colored people 
can take the sallery. The white people 
have been very kind to the negroes In 
that they have built them ehurches, 
and good ones, too. There Is but IKtlo 
nf tiie colored man 'a money In the 
churches ot the South."

JJ-* HE ALTERATIONS, reiiova- 
52? tlons, transformations, paint- 
ings and garnlshinga which 
have been taking place In the spacious 
Army edifice at Llppineod Street, To- 
ronto, are now practically completed, 
and the premises ready tor the admls- 
.sion of Cadets for training. 

it may not be generally konwn that 
one of the first decisions come to by 
the Field Commissioner after arriving 
in the Territory, was to establlali a 
big central Training Institulion tot 
botJi men and ivomen. 

For several reasons it was though,, 
that the big building at Llpplneott 
Street, Toronto, was best adapted for 
the Jiuipoae, eapceially seeing that sonie 
years ago it had been used aa u. centre 
for Training operations, as well as a 
Headquarters of Salvation Army work 
In that part of Toronto. 

The Chief Beorelary was accordingly 
instructed to carry out the necessary 
alterations and improvemtnts for the 
proper equipment of a Training Insti- 
tution on the latest model. 

The work was put through wltli all 
speed, and the result Is highly ered- 
ilable to those whose ingenuity has 
been exercised in utilizing the space at 
disijosal In so efCectlvc a way. 

The biilldlns is oblong ; has a side 
on Ulster Street, and fronts on Llppln- 
eott. The store at the corner, with tho 
rooms ni) the Hat above, are rented to 
Mr. Freeman, butcher. Along Ulster 
Street are two double-door entranoea, 
one to the Men's Wing, the other to 
the quarters of StalT-CaptaIn and Mrs. 
MInnlce. 

Staff-Captain Ulnnlco Oconplea. 
with Mr. Freeman, the first and second 
stories. Above these are the apart- 
ments of the Oflicers on the Training 
Staff. They will spend the most oC 
their time directly with the men In 
training ; consequently on the same 
level with their rooms, and Just aerusa 
a passage-way are situated the various 
rooms and dormitories for the men 
Cadets, oil vei-y conveniently arranged. 

To reach the women's side, entry Is 
made by the front entrance on Llppln- 
eott Street, and up the two flights of 
stairs to tile same level as the Men's 
Wing. Here a almllar arrangement to 
that for the men has been oiinUd out, 
the suite of rooms along the front be- 
ing occupied by the women Oflicers on 
the Training Stair, and at the rear 
of these rooms a almllar space to that 
accorded to the men Cadets is occiiplefl 
with the various rooms needed for 
hoarding, lodging, and training the wo. 
men. 

The whole place Is well lighted, both 
naturally and artificially, and lias a 
capital appaiatus (or supplying waimtli 
In winter by steam. 

The sanitary and bathing eonvtnl- 
enees are all that could be de.-!ired. 

All the routine liicldontal to the Home 
lite can be carried on nn the one (lat, 
with the exception of washing clothes, 
and for that purpose an excellent and 
modern arransement exists hi the 
basement. 

The Instllution will accommodate 28 
men Cadets and 30 women. 

Candidates from all over Ontario will 
be received.
